nf their commercial jet aviation, so well advanced originally 
by the pioneering Comet, is now in jeopardy. But that should 
not detract from"their achievement in threading through this 
complex mystery. 


Several separate British agencies collaborated in what 


was truly a monumental investigation. Their work was 
often highly dramatic, and dangerous. 


Ships of the Royal navy scoured the sea bottom off the 


tiny Mediterranean island of Elba, bringing back three- 
fourths of the wreckage of the Comet that fell last January. 
Tiny strips of metal, twisted seats, ball bearings, all these 
shattered parts were fitted onto a wooden ghose aircraft 
frame in England.

This patchwork ship was then immersed in thousands 


of gallons of water. More water was pumped inside the fuse- 
lage to simulate the air pressure the plane would feel at all 
stages of a flight. Trick devices were rigged to imitate the 
buffeting winds. 


Then groups of scientists almost daily flew in still-intact 


Comets, measuring stress and pressure with all kinds of 
electrical gadgets. Since these were the craft that had mys- 
teriously crashed, the men took their lives in their hands. 


At the start, they had roughly 60 individual theories as 


to what caused the series of mishaps. Slowly they checked 
them. off. They eliminated human failure. The plane basically 


- was sound in design. Sabotage was ruled out. The engines 
. were not the cause, either.

In the end, only one theory fitted the facts which re- 


- construction of the crashed Comet established: that the ill- 
; fated plane had suddenly burst wide open in flight and hurled

School Builds a Town... Rock River Seminary. .. Mt. Morris College... Financial Trouble

There's nothing unusual about a town building a 


school, but when a school builds a town, it almost falls 
into the "man bites dog" category. 
Mt. Morris may 


claim such a distinction. 


The old Rock River Seminary was established in 1R39 


on th* present site of Mt. Morris, and 
th« town grew around it. 


What is now Mt. Morris Township 


had a school I year or more earlier 
than 1839. It was known as Pine Creek 
Grammar School, and the teacher was 
A. Quinby Allen. 


A group of the early settlers in the 


area felt a need for more schools, and 
in 1839 decided that the Rev. Thomas 
S. Hitt should attend the Illinois Con- 


Thompio* 
ference of the 
Methodist Episcopal 


Church in Jacksonville to interest the members to take 
the grammar school under the sponsorship of the con- 
ference and develop it into a larger institution. 


The Conference did not accept the idea at once, but

the site, the conference had the added incentive of JR.- 
000 and 4RO acres of land pledged by residents of the 
area for the school

The school had a varied history until the late 1870s. 


Its enrollments ranged from a mere handful to more 
than 150. While not a financial success, it undoubtedly 
made a valuable contribution to the people of northern 
Illinois. One writer has said, " . . . The seminary bore 
the appearance of prosperity, but an expensive faculty 
was too muc-h of a burden upon the financial resources of 
the institution, and the school finally closed down in 1578 
for that reason." 


Another reason given is ". . . The Methodists had 


established at Evanston a much larger and better- 
equipped school known as the Northwestern University, 
which encroached very seriously upon the territory from 
which the seminary had drawn her students." 


Robert P^. Hitt, later to become a diplomat and con- 


gressman, bought the school property, and soon sold it. 


The Church of the Brethren became the new operator 


of the school. The fust session under new management 
was held Aup. 20. 1879. Sixty students enrolled. 


The institution got a new name in 1884 \vhen the 


semmaiy became Mt. Morris College. The sponsors noted 
steady progress in the school affairs. 


The new college continued from its opening to 


19:C;. Commenting: on the state of affair*, one writer 
ha* said, "During the period following the resignation 
of Pros. Miller and the closing of the. school in 1932, 
six different men served the college a* presidents for 
periods of from one to four years. All of these men 
«ere competent, conscientious educators, but the In- 
creasing difficulty of financial problems made it im- 
possible to operate in the college successfully. The 


support of the church decreased, and the school WM 
forced to close. 


In the spring of 1932 the board of trustees voted to 


combine the school with the Brethren college at North 
Manchester. Ind. 


Included in the alumni of the school are more than 


35 missionaries of the Church of the Brethren. 235 min- 
isters, other religious leaders and men prominent in 
business, education and government.

We, the members of the Lee 


County Board of Health have been 
asked to clear up the matter of who 
control* the Lee County Health De- 
partment. 


We are a group of seven unpaid 


citizens of Lee County who were 
appointed by the Board of Super- 
visors to constitute the Lee County 
Board of Health. By statute the 
Board of Supervisors has the sole 
power of appointment and removal 
of members of our board. Our bud- 
get was established by the Board 
of Supervisors. The Board of Sup- 
ervisors has the sole power to ap- 
prove or disapprove our annual 
budget. 


It is our duty to set the policy of 


the local health department, to op- 
erate it according to law. and to 
oversee the expenditure of funds 
levied by the Board of Supervisors 
for that department. 


The State of Illinois has no pow- 


er whatsoever to dictate how these 
funds should be spent. However, in 
order to encourage local control of 
public health matters, the State 
has allocated certain funds to local 
health departments such as ours, 
organized under the Searcy.Qau- 
baugh Act. 


After our budget is approved by 


the Board of Supervisors the State 
Department of Public Health grants 
our department an amount roughly 
equal to one-third of that budget to 
be used for salaries of health de- 
partment personnel. This grant Is 
given for the sole purpose of en- 
abling and encouraging local health 
departments to secure adequate 
trained public health personnel. 


We are gratified that in the per- 


formance of our duties we have 
received support by the endorse- 
ment of numerous organized county 
groups, including the Lee County 
Medical Society, the Independent 
Citizens Committee, and a number 
of the Lee County Board of Super- 
visors.

Storage Space 


One of our basic principles of 


storage space is that it must fit the 
supplies, equipment and dishes to 
be stored. This sort of storage does 
not Just happen but comes only as 
a result of careful planning. In a 
well-planned cupboard, the shelves 
are spaced to fit the articles to be 
stored on them. This means that 
"unhke" articles aie not slacked 
together or placed in front of each 
other and that there is compara-

Additional shelves can easily be 


added to cupboards. This can be 
done by placing an extra shelf be- 
tween two shelves or by respacing 
the present shelves and adding 
Others. Many homemakers are fmd- 
Jrg that tho addition of a "half 
shell" in the dish or mixing cup- 
board eliminates crowding and dis- 
orderlinesa. Half shelves may vary 
in width from three to nine inches. 
In a mixing cupboard 
the half

row on ihe shelf 


The'half shelf in a dish cupboard , 


may be eight to nine inches wide 
On sucJi a shelf, two rows of cups. 
two or three rows of glasses, stacks 
of saucers, sauce dishes, salad 
plates etc. can be stored. By alter- 
nating the half shelves and 
full 


vidth shelves it is possible to place 
shelves close together and thus 
increase the amount 
of storage

To Buj" Furniture 


If you are planning to buy gome 


tipholsteied furniture in the near 
future, here are some tips' as* 
about tne wood and construction 
details used in the frame next time 
you're buying. 


Read the label or ask the sales 


person for this information since 
you can t see these features. Find 
out what kind of wood is used in the 
unexposea parts of the 
frame 


Hardwood that has been thorough- 
ly seasoned and guaranteed against 
defects is the best quality. Remem- 
ber that softwoods 
do not hold 


tacks so well as the hardwoods. 


Ask, 
too, about the thickness of 


the wood: a. minimum of one and 
one-eighth inch is necessary to hold 
tne tacks securely. 


A well-braced frame has screwed 


comer blocks of hardw-ood as one 
of its construction details. They 
add more sturdiness than blocks 
that are glued in.

(Legislative Apportionment Amendment) 


Explanation of Amendment 


This amendment would direct the General Assem- 


bly to redistrict the State for the purpose of electing 
one Senator from each of 58 senatorial districts and 
three Representatives from each of 59 representative 
districts. 


As concerns the Senate, area would he the "prime 


consideration" in the formation of the 58 districts. 
Downstate would be entitled to 34 districts and Cook 
county to 24 districts, 18 of them in Chicago and six 
in the county outside Chicago.
